MEN OF VERMONT 


Sketch of Zadock Thompson 


Zadock Thompson, one of Vermont’s leading all around ed- 
ucators, was born in Bridgewater, Vt., May 23, 1796. His par- 
ents were among the earliest settlers and lived on the place 
now owned by Fred and Cyrilla Hurd. He went to school at 
North Bridgewater, known as District No. 1. Zadock had two 
brothers, Barnabas and Salnon, and two sisters, Sally and Eliza. 
Being small of stature, with not very robust health, young 
Zadock was not equal to the hard work of the pioneers and at 
an early age showed evidence of intellectual attainments. Af- 
ter leaving the North Bridgewater school he continued his 
studies, as best he could until 1819, when he wanted to enter 
the University of Vermont. To do this he must have some mon- 
ey, so he wrote and published an almanac, which contained it- 
ems of knowledge and interest to New Englanders. As he went 
from house to house selling his book his sensitive spirit was 
often hurt by some of the refusals he received. Nevertheless, 
he obtained the money to pay his way through college, where 
he graduated in 1823, and two years later became a tutor in that 
institution. From the knowledge he received in traveling 
throughout the State he wrote his first Gazateer of the State of 
Vermont in 1824. In 1836 a second edition came out, which in- 
cluded a history of the State, from its earliest settlement to 
the close of 1832. This was entitled ‘History of Vermont, Natur- 
al, Civil and Statistical,” with new maps and 200 engravings. 
In 1828 Mr. Thompson published in Burlington, The Iris, The 
Burlington Literary Gazateer, and later the Green Mountain 
Repository. He married Phoebe Boyce of Bridgewater. To them 
were born three daughters, Harriet, and Adeline and one, who 
died in childhood. In 1833 Mr. Thompson published a Geogra- 
phy of Canada. In 1835 he was ordained as an Episcopal minis- 
ter and began teaching in the Episcopal Institute in Burlington 
in 1837. His History of Vermont, a volume of 252 pages was 
published in 1848. He also published an Arithmetic and books 
on Geology and Astromomy. His life is one that may well be 
studied in all of our schools. In Elmwood cemetery in Burling- 
ton, is a plain marble slab that bears this inscription: Zadock 
Thompson, Died January 19th, 1856; Age 59 years, 8 months, 
God’s Will Be Done.

Annual Town Report, 1958 


Through the following programs the State Department of 
Health works with the Health Officer and other officials, doc- 
tors and local citizens on community health. This report sum- 
marizes many of the services rendered to Bridgewater last year 
and indicates other services available. 


Cancer and Chronic Disease: 4 persons received services which 
included diagnosis and treatment at tumor clinics or financial 
aid toward hospitalization costs. 


Child Health Services: 31 children attended 2 well-child and 
school conferences organized by the public health nurse. There 
was 1 nutrition and dietetic consultation. At attending doctor’s 
request, 0 children received pediatric consultations; 0 received 
hospital diagnosis. 3 children with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic 
or neurological conditions received services or appliances 
through clinics for handicapped children and 0* were given 
financial aid toward the cost of hospitalization. 


Communicable Disease: 3 persons received chest x-rays; 6 
children received immunizing series, including booster injec- 
tions, against diphtheria, whooping cough, and/or tetanus. The 
immunizing series against poliomyelitis, including boosters, was 
given to 75 children and adults. 


Dental Health: The dentist or dental hygienist made 0 consul- 
tations with groups on school or town dental health problems. 
Environment Sanitation: A sanitarian or sanitary engineer made 
25 inspections — consultations at the town’s food and lodging 
places and 9 concerning water supply, sewage disposal, public 
buildings and other problems to protect health through improv- 
ed town sanitation. 


Health Education: All programs offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films and speakers are available. A health refer- 
ence library is maintained. The health educator consulted with 
many groups on health education programs, studying or organ- 
izing to take action on local health problems. 
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Vermont Department of Health — continued 


Hospital Services: There were 0 inspecions-consultations to 
nursing homes or homes for the aged. 


Industrial Health: Services for chest X-rays in industry and 
inspections and consultations at industrial sites were available. 
Laboratory Services: As aids in the control of communicable 
disease, tests were performed on 17 water samples, 0 food and 
dairy products, 33 blood specimens and 5 other specimens. Vac- 
cines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed for protection 
against communicable diseases. 


Mental Health*: 2 persons and groups were served at the guid- 
ance clinic or through educational meetings or consultations. 
Services to individuals included 11 interviews with the psy- 
chiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social worker. Financial 
and other assistance to develop local projects for prevention, 
treatment or education in the field of mental health were avail- 
able. 


Public Health Nursing: The public health nurse’s headquarters 
is in Bethel. Assisted by local people, she served at well-child 
and school conferences, X-ray and immunization clinics. She 
visited homes, doctors and agencies, making 164 visits on behalf 
of 69 persons and community health activities. Her service is an 
essential element in the department’s programs for health pro- 
motion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and education.

This is the twenty-third annual report which I have made 
to the citizens of Bridgewater regarding State payments in your 
municipality of various types of assistance and welfare during 
1958. The support and cooperation of town officers and people 
generally over this long period is gratefully acknowledged. 

This year marks the greatest improvement in the assist- 
ance programs since they were inaugurated many years ago. 
Due to an increase in Federal funds available to the State and 
a fortunate combination of circumstances it has been possible 
to lift the ceiling in the three adult programs from $63.00 to 
$75.00 a month and in the Aid to Dependent Children program 
to $45.00 for the eligible mother or relative, $45.00 for the first 
child and $25.00 for each additional child. Our food budget al- 
lowances have also been increased. This not only furnishes more 
financial security to the individuals themselves but should also 
relieve the towns and cities of much of the expense of supple- 
mentation. Although the bill has not passed the legislature at 
this writing, a program for nursing home care and limited hos- 
pitalization for eligible recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid 
to the Blind and Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled 
had the endorsement of the town and city managers. This will 
relieve the towns and cities of 65 per cent of the cost for which 
they are currently obligated. No additional state appropriation 
is proposed or required. Actually, the current total requests of 
the Department of Social Welfare for 1960-1961 are less than 
was appropriated for 1958-1959.

Herewith is respectfully submitted the annual report of the 
status of the local schools: 


The following are the teachers in the Town of Bridgewater: 


Grade 1 — Miss Lynette Esdon; Grade 2 — Mrs. Lucy Prior at 
Bridgewater Corners; Grade 3 and 4 — Mrs. Mary DeYoung; 
Grade 5 and 7 — Mrs. Ruth Rogers; Grade 6 — Mrs. Edith 
Moxley. 


The total pupil enrollment in town has increased from 186 
to 193. This includes 54 high school pupils. 


The School Board has carefully studied the enrollment as to 
distribution of grades. It is anticipated the third grade will be 
assigned to Bridgewater Corners for next year. We anticipate 
about 14 first graders and it will probably be necessary to com- 
bine the first and second grades making a total of 31. Grade 3 
and 4 has been combined and probably it will have to be com- 
bined next year also. In grade 5 and 6 there is a total of 41. The 
7th grade has 22 pupils. 


The School Board is well aware that 37 in one room and 
41 in another is not desirable for the best instruction. It may be 
necessary to divide two of these grades. This is not a very 
desirable solution, however, it would be better to do this than 
to have such large number per room. The recommended num- 
ber for primary grades is 20-25 per room and for intermediate 
grades 25-30 is an accepted number, however, this is usually 
thought of as an accepted number for one grade and we must 
remember that we are considering two grades per room. 


The cost per pupil for the past year was $202.98. This is 
well below the average. The average state cost per pupil based 
on average daily membership is $239.34. Bridgewater’s cost for 
instructional supplies was $4.74 as compared to a state average 
of $5.23 and for textbooks the cost was 88 cents per pupil as 
compared with the state average of $3.56. The transportation 
cost for Bridgewater was about $30.00 per pupil as compared 
with $52.52 state average. Therefore, one can see from these 
figures that the operation of the elementary school is well below 
average. 


Three of the 8th grade pupils attending Woodstock Graded 
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School Directors’ Report — continued 


School this year received honors in the Vermont Forestry Essay 
Contest. Abe Merriam received first place and Rachel Taylor 
and Sandra Hadley received honorable mention. Two of our 
Bridgewater pupils, namely, Abe Merriam and Eldon Thomp- 
son, have been chosen to participate in the academically talent- 
ed yroup in Woodstock. 


Appreciation should be extended to the Bridgewater P.T.A. 
for sponsoring the fine hot lunch program at the Corners and 
Village Schools during the winter months. 


The number of Bridgewater high school pupils is on a 
steady increase. The present cost per high school pupil including 
capital outlay deficit and operating expenses is about $629.00. 
The reason for the increase in the apportionment of expenses to 
the high school last year as shown in the budget is due to the 
increase in the number of children from Bridgewater and next 
year the first payment on the second bond will come due. 


The School Directors have carefully prepared the school 
budget for 1959-1960 and recommend a tax of $5.15.

and Superintendent of Schools 


Herewith is respectfully submitted the annual report of 
status of the local schools: 


The following are the teachers in the Town of Bridgewater: 


Grade 1 and 2 — Miss Lynette Esdon; Grade 3 — Mrs. 
Lucy Prior; At Bridgewater Corners: Grade 4 and 5 — Mrs. 
Winona Blackmer; Grade 6 — Mrs. Mabel Green; Grade 7 —- 
Mrs. Ruth Rogers. 


The total pupil enrollment in town has increased from 
193 to 196. This incluces 56 high school pupils. 


The cost per pupil for the past school year was $210.66. 
This is well below the state average which is $253.41, based on 
average daily membership. One reason for the lower cost is the 
fact that there are thirty-three pupils in grades 5 and 6 in one 
room. The educational standards recommend twenty-five per 
rocm with only one grade. 


Bridgewater’s cost for instructional supplies was $4.69 as 
compared with the state average of $7.39, textbooks $1.21 as 
compared with $3.59 and the total transportation was $38.30 
as compared with the state average of $51.85. From these figures 
anyone can understand that the School Board and Adminis- 
tration are operating at a much lower figure than is wise for 
best instruction. Since 1954, the high school punils have in- 
creased from forty-two to fifty-six, a difference of fourteen 
pupils. This makes a difference of nearly $9,000. The total 
amount for teachers’ salaries has increased about $5,000 dur- 
ing the last five years, therefore, one can understand why it is 
necessary to increase the school tax to anywhere near meet 
the standards. 


One unexpected expense is due to one family of several 
children moving into the northeast corner of Bridgewater. The 
cost for tuition and transportation to Barnard schools for this 
family alone will be about $1,925. 


The Bridgewater schools have been inspected by the State 
Fire Marshal. A duly warned special meeting was called to 
vote a sum not to exceed $1,000 for necessary fire preveniticn 
improvement. This work has been completed. About thiz:ty 
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per cent of the cost has been received from the state. The major 
part of the expense was for the installation of the Edwards Au- 
tomatic Fire Alarm Detector System. 


Appreciation should be extended to the Bridgewater PTA 
for sponsoring a hot lunch program. Recently a gift of a gas 
range replaced an electric range in the hot lunch kitchen. 

The School Board has carefully prepared the school budget 
for 1960-1961 and recommend a tax of $6.70.
